The resolution referring to the 
amendments to the Customs Act fol- 
lows: 

‘«Resolved, that it is expedient to 
amend the Customs Act in respect to 
the provisions relating to the fair 
market value for duty of goods im- 
ported and subject to ad valorem 
duty, and goods imported the prices 
of which are published or listed by 
the manufacturers, producers or per- 
sons acting on their behalf, the al- 
lowance of discounts, and the valua- 
tion of imports prejudicially or in- 
juriously affecting Canadian produc- 
ers.” 

A single day sufficed for the 
House ‘of Commons to dispose of the 
time-honored debate on the address. 
Shortly after ten o’clock, Tuesday 
evening the motion for an address 
to His Excellency and reply to the 
speech from the Throne passed the 
House of Commons without division. 
There were only fipe speakers, includ- 
ing Premier Bennett and Rt, Hon. 
W. L. Mackenzie King, leader of the 
opposition. The decks are now clear- 
ed for the business of Parliament. 

Crowded galleries and chamber lis- 
tened with interest Tuesday to the 
first passage of arms between Can- 
ada’s present and former Prime Min- 


isters, Mr. Mackenzie King held the 
floor at the outset.

‘*This Govt. proposes to go 
forward with the program which it 
has outlined,’’ Mr. Bennet said. ‘‘It 
does not propose to do fais in one 
session or in two sessions, because 
no promises of that character were 
made. On the other hand, the pro- 
mises it gave as to what would be 
done at this special session of Par- 
liament this government will endea- 
vor to carry out. That is all I can 
usefully say on that point.’’

Have You Figured 
Cost of Your Crops 


The farmer today is giving more 
attention to what crops cost than he 
hes ever done before. With the pre- 
sent condition of markets at home 
and with increased competition he 
must know pretty well in advance 
what a crop is going to cost him. A 
recent bulletin issued by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture at Ottawa gives 
some guiding data on this important 
matter, pointing out first that many 
factors enter into the question of crop 


cost and that these are not always |--——~ 


readily apparent. There are two 
sources of information from which. a 
farmer may secure a useful guide 
by which to figure crop costs. These 
are: the annual report of the Field 
Husbandry Division of the Dominion 
Department of Agriculture and the

reports of the Dominion experimental | 
farm or station serving the area in 
which the farmer is located. Through 
its experimental farms service the 
Dominion Department of Agricul- 
ture conducts experimental studies 
and research in farming problems. 
The results of these studies are made 
available to farmers in the form of 
annual reports and publications, 
which are supplied without charge on 
application to the Department 
through the Publications Branch of 
Ottawa, The latest report of the Do- 
minion Field Husbandman covers a 
wide range of material with respect 
to crop rotation, preparation of the 
land, the seeding and cultivation of 
farm crops, and farm crop costs. 

At the Central Experimental Farm 
at Ottawa, it is found, for instance 
that it costs $30.62 to produce an 
acre of oats having a value of $33.08; 
the cost of producing hay in 1929 
was found to be $19.60 an acre for 
hay valued at $34.06; ensilage corn 
cost $4.38 am acre more to produce 
than it was worth at current values 
—-the cost per acre was $54.62 with 
an acreage crop value of $50.24, In 
the case of mangels it cost $72.45 
an acre to produce the crop and the 
yield was 17.81 tons per acre, valued 
at $1.91 a ton, was worth only $34.02; 
or, mangels show a loss of $28.43. 
Potatoes, on the other hand, proved 
a particularly profitable crop, show- 
ing a surplus of $97.94 per acre over 
cost of production; potatoes cost 
$80.99 per acre to produce and yield- 
ed 192.4 bushels, valued at 98c. show- 
ed an acreage value of $178.93. 

These figures afford some indic- 
ation of the inyportance to the farm- 
er of knowing what his crops cost 
him. The detailed information with 
respect to production cost available 
in the annual report is well worth 
having.

A NEW order, insofar as food pur- 

chases for the home are con- 
cerned, is coming into vogue. 
Hand-to-mouth buying is passing. 
Housewives are not buying for one 
meal or for one day, but for two or 
three days, or longer. 


It is true that many women still 
make daily trips to market, but 
more and more housekeepers are 
buying in larger quantities, there- 
by getting the benefit of price re- 
duction by larger purchases, and 
at the same time maki their 
marketing easier and facilitating 
the work of meal planning. They 
are enabled to do this through hav- 
ing facilities for the proper preser- 
vation of foodstuffs, which, of 
course, is essential. Modern elec- 
tric refrigeration thus is a boon to 
the housewife.

THE OUTLOOK FOR 
DEMOCRACY 


After a few centuries of exper- 
iment some people are beginning ‘o 
wonder if, after all, ‘emocracy is 
quite all that it was cracked up to 
be. Magna Charta gave us the right 
to trial by a jury of our peers what 
time we erred from the path of rec- 
titude- and it instituted popular gov- 
ernment. But people are beginning 


to fight shy of trial by jury ard the 
citizen is growing more and more 
unwilling to serve society in the 
capacity of a juryman. Alleged of- 
fenders against the law ofiten pre- 
fer to be tried without a jury where 
the law provides for such a disposal

of their cases. ~ Jury service seems to 
be regarded as a sort of press gang 
which... actually ‘imposes on ‘the lib- 
erty of the citizen, or at best is an 
awkward. interruption in the day’s 
work or in some cases the week’s. 
Democracy is growing more and 
more content to entrust its business 
to experts, reserving to themselves 
only the right periodically to tell 
the same experts that they don’t 
know what they’re talking about. And 
having said’ so democracy almost in- 
variably hands the business back to 
the expert, admitting, sometimes a 
little shamefacedly, that after all 
it is business. The armchair critic we 
have always with us, in. peace and 
war. 

Democracy seems to haye - boiled 
down to a ‘system wherein the spec- 
ialist proposes and the citizen dis- 
poses; he judges, that is to say, by 
results. Nonman Angell for one 
doubts whether such questions us 
Empire free trade are susceptible to 
decision by the people. The facts 
and figures involved im the question, 
the comprehension of the political 
situations im the Dominions, a spec- 
ialist knowledge of economics, the 
habit of using eltatistics are not, he 
points out, pant of the equipment of 
the man on the street. 

But in deciding these questions 
we do not turn to the specialist; 
we put it to the public as a 
whole, usually in the form of a 
disorderly discursive debate car- 
ried on during a week or two’s 
electoral jamboree. We leave to 
the butcher, the baker, and the 
candlestick maker, who can only 
give a spare-time attention to the 
matter, anyhow—a very spare- 
time attention—to decide these 
abstruse and difficult statistic- 
al and technical problems. 

It is much as though medical 
experts, baffled by the complex- 
ity of a problem like the cause 
and cure of. cancer, doubtful as 
to the answers which should be 
given to certain riddles connect- 
ed therewith, should say: ‘‘Let 
us take a vote of the laboratory 
night watchman, the janitor, and 
the boy who brings the milk, and 
let them give the answer.’’ 

It sounds like March madness. 
And in one aspect it is. But also, 
it is inevitable, if for no other 
reason than that it is the fate 
of the butcher, the baker, and 
candlestick maker which is being 
decided. 

The expert economist, he says, is 
disregarded simply because the lay- 
man does not understand him. 

Yet who shall say that democracy 
has proved a failure? Autocratic 
monarchs since the earliest times 
have been prone to abuse their pow- 
er, oligarchies have failed lament- 
ably, democracy plus has not been a 
success because statesmen are too
